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PREFACE 


"A  Demographic  Overview  of  the  Native  Populations  in  Alberta"  is  the  first  in 
a series  of  background  papers  which  will  be  made  available  by  the  Native 
Affairs  Secretariat.  These  papers  are  intended  to  provide  useful  background 
information  to  the  reader  with  an  interest  in  aboriginal  matters. 

The  purpose  of  this  paper  is  to  provide  an  overview  of  the  demographic  and 
social  characteristics  of  the  aboriginal  populations  in  Alberta.  The  paper 
seeks  to  compare  the  situations  of  aboriginal  and  non-aboriginal  peoples  along 
a variety  of  dimensions  including  age  and  geographic  distribution,  education, 
labour  force  activity  and  income.  In  certain  instances,  regional  comparisons 
are  provided  as  wel 1 . 

An  earlier  version  of  this  paper  was  prepared  in  cooperation  with  the  Alberta 
Manpower  Planning  Secretariat  in  March  of  1984.  The  contributions  of  the 
Secretariat's  staff,  and  in  particular  Dr.  Bill  Wong  and  Ms.  Carol  Johnston, 
are  hereby  acknowledged  with  gratitude. 

Although  the  majority  of  the  information  included  in  the  paper  is  derived  from 
the  1981  Census  of  Canada  data  which  became  available  in  late  1983  and  early 
1984,  the  Alberta  Native  Affairs  Secretariat  accepts  responsibility  for  the 
data  selected  and  for  any  errors  or  omissions  which  may  have  occurred.  We 
would  welcome  any  comments  from  the  reader. 
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EXECUTIVE  SUMMARY 


Statistics  in  this  report  illustrate  a number  of  important  demographic  trends 
that  help  describe  a socio-economic  profile  of  Alberta's  Native  population. 
Highlights  of  this  profile  include: 

Alberta's  Native  population  is  fast  growing.  It  is  increasing  at  a rate 
three  times  that  of  the  Canadian  general  public. 

It  is  young.  Forty-two  percent  of  Alberta  Natives  were  under  the  age  of 
15  in  1981  compared  to  24  percent  for  the  non-Native  population. 

Alberta's  Native  population  is  becoming  increasingly  urban.  Over  40 
percent  of  the  total  Native  population  resides  in  Alberta's  major  urban 
centres.  Nearly  60%  of  the  Metis  and  non-status  Indian  population  live  in 
cities. 

Within  the  urban  communities.  Natives  demonstrate  a much  higher  degree  of 
permanency  than  previously  considered.  Sixty-two  percent  of  the  Native 
population  in  Edmonton  had  resided  in  the  City  in  1981,  for  five  years  or 
more.  In  comparison,  70  percent  of  the  non-Native  population  responded 
that  they  had  resided  in  the  City  five  years  or  more. 

The  statistics  did  reveal  however  that  within  the  urban  setting.  Natives 
did  demonstrate  considerable  mobility. 

Most  Natives  in  Edmonton  reported  their  birthplace  as  within  Alberta 
contrasted  to  50  percent  of  the  non-Native  populations  that  reported  being 
born  outside  of  the  province. 

According  to  the  1981  Census,  non-Natives  were  significantly  better 
educated  than  Natives.  However,  Natives  are  achieving  higher  levels  of 
educational  attainment  over  time. 

Only  one  quarter  of  Natives  under  65  years  of  age  were  employed  in  June, 
1981. 

Unemployment  rates  for  rural  Natives  were  nearly  four  times  higher  than 
those  of  rural  non-Natives. 

Urban  Natives  are  in  better  financial  health  than  rural  Natives.  No 
income  was  reported  by  27  percent  of  rural  Natives  as  opposed  to  16 
percent  for  urban  Natives^ 

Forty-one  percent  of  all  Native  people  15  years  and  over  reported  either 
no  income  or  government  transfer  payments  as  their  major  source  of  income 
in  1981.

I.  DEMOGRAPHIC  PROFILE 

The  historic  population  counts  of  the  various  Native  subgroups  (Status 
Indians,  Non-Status  Indians,  Inuit,  Metis)  for  Canada  and  the  current  counts 
for  Alberta  and  other  provinces  are  shown  in  Tables  1 and  2. 

As  displayed  in  Table  1,  these  subgroups  have  increased  at  varying  rates  since 
1941,  the  last  Census  in  which  Metis  were  identified.  The  Inuit  population 
increased  by  252%,  the  Status  and  Non-Status  Indian  population  by  210%  and  the 
Metis  by  177%.  Despite  several  waves  of  immigration  the  total  Canadian 
population  grew  by  only  109%  in  the  same  period  since  World  War  II. 

Table  2 and  Figure  1 show  the  distribution  of  Native  persons  in  Alberta  by 
status.  These  data  derived  from  the  1981  Census  indicates  that  the  total 
Native  population  in  Alberta  was  72,050.  Of  that  total,  510  individuals 
identified  themselves  as  Inuit,  35,810  as  Status  Indian,  8,595  as  Non-Status 
Indian  and  27,135  as  Metis. 

The  Native  population  is  distributed  unevenly  throughout  Alberta  (see  Table  3 
and  Reference  Map  1).  While  nearly  two-thirds  of  the  Native  population  reside 
in  the  southern  half  of  the  Province,  Native  people  represent  a much  higher 
proportion  of  the  total  population  in  the  northern  half  of  the  province, 
particularly  in  Census  Divisions  12  and  15.  It  is  important  to  note,  however, 
that  over  40%  of  the  total  Native  population  resides  in  or  around  the  urban 
centres  of  Calgary,  Edmonton,  Lethbridge,  Red  Deer,  Grande  Prairie  and  Fort 
McMurray.  When  the  Metis  and  Non-Status  Indian  populations  are  considered 
alone,  this  figure  increases  to  51%.  Figure  2 shows  the  proportionate 
distribution  of  Native  and  Non-Native  populations  in  northern,  urban  and 
smaller  urban  and  rural  areas. 


The  1981  Census  data  on  Native  populations  was  obtained  from  the  ethnicity 
questions  directed  to  a 20  percent  sample  of  private  households.  The 
questions  provided  for  multiple  responses  which  may  have  resulted  in  some 
confusion  and  misinterpretation  particularly  among  Metis  respondents.  In 
addition,  some  distortion  may  have  resulted  from  sampling  and  weighing 
techniques,  especially  in  smaller  communities.  Nevertheless,  while  the 
total  population  counts  may  be  under  reported,  the  trends  which  are 
displayed  in  the  data  should  not  be  affected.  A copy  of  the  ethnicity 
question  is  provided  as  Appendix  I. 
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Tables  4 and  5 show  the  size  and  population  of  Indian  Reserves  and  Metis 
Settlements  in  the  province.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  Band  population 
figures  in  Table  4 include  members  of  the  Bands  residing  off-Reserve. 

Population  projections  prepared  by  the  Department  of  Indian  and  Northern 
Affairs  indicate  that  approximately  22%  of  the  registered  Indian  population  in 
Alberta  resided  off-Reserve  in  1977.  This  figure  is  expected  to  rise  to  32% 
by  the  year  1991  (see  Table  6 and  Figure  3). 

As  Figure  4 and  Table  7 illustrates,  the  age  compositions  of  the  Native  and 
non-Native  populations  in  Alberta  differ  significantly.  Forty-two  percent  of 
the  Native  population  was  under  the  age  of  15  in  1981,  compared  with  24 
percent  of  the  non-Native  population. 

A comparison  of  the  urban  and  rural  Native  populations  (Table  8),  shows  some 
minor  differences  in  age  composition,  with  a higher  proportion  of  urban 
Natives  in  the  20-34  age  group.  This  might  be  explained  in  part  by  the 
increasing  number  of  further  educational  and  employment  opportunities  which 
became  available  in  the  cities  throughout  the  1970' s at  the  time  this  group 
reached  working  age.  It  should  be  noted  that  the  proportion  of  urban  Natives 
under  15  years  of  age  remains  significantly  higher  than  that  of  the  non-Native 
population. 

As  Figure  5 illustrates,  62%  of  the  Native  population  in  the  City  of  Edmonton 
had  resided  in  the  City  for  five  or  more  years  in  1981.  A much  smaller 
proportion,  16%  had  resided  in  the  same  dwelling.  By  comparison, 
approximately  70%  of  non-Natives  in  Edmonton  had  resided  in  the  City  for  five 
or  more  years.  A Gallup  poll  conducted  for  Alberta  Education  in  May  of  1984 
estimates  that  now  over  85%  of  all  Edmontonians  have  lived  in  the  City  for 
five  or  more  years.  The  data  suggests  that,  contrary  to  "conventional 
wisdom",  the  urban  Native  population  exhibits  considerable  permanency.  On  the 
other  hand.  Native  people  appear  to  be  highly  mobile  within  the  City.  A more 
detailed  analysis  of  Edmonton's  native  population  is  currently  being 
undertaken  which  will,  in  part,  shed  more  light  on  these  two  phenomena  and  the 
policy  implications  which  they  may  entail. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  as  well  that  31%  of  the  Native  population  in 
Edmonton  reported  their  place  of  birth  as  being  outside  Alberta  in  1981 
(Figure  6).  Approximately  50%  of  Edmonton's  non-Native  population  was  born 
outside  Alberta.

II.  EDUCATIONAL  ATTAINMENT 


Data  on  the  levels  of  educational  attainment  of  Native  persons  15  years  and 
over  are  presented  in  Figure  7 and  Table  9,  10  and  11.  As  Figure  7 and  Table 
9 indicates,  on  average  the  highest  level  of  education  attained  by  Native 
persons  in  each  subgroup  (i.e.  Inuit,  Status  Indian,  Non-Status  Indian  and 
Metis)  was  significantly  lower  than  non-Natives,  according  to  the  1981 
Census.  For  example,  while  approximately  12%  of  Alberta's  non-Native 
population  had  not  continued  their  schooling  beyond  Grade  8,  over  35%  of  the 
Native  population  had  less  than  a Grade  8 education.  At  the  other  extreme, 

11%  of  the  non-Native  population  were  university  graduates  compared  with  only 
2%  of  the  Native  population. 

Table  10  compares  the  level  of  educational  attainment  of  Natives  and 
non-Natives  residing  in  urban  and  rural  settings.  As  might  be  expected,  rural 
Natives  show  a lower  level  of  education  thc^n  urban  Natives.  For  example, 
while  approximately  14%  of  Calgary's  Native  population  had  less  than  Grade  8 
education,  over  50%  of  the  Native  population  in  rural  northwestern  Alberta 
(Census  Division  15)  had  not  continued  their  schooling  beyond  Grade  8.  As 
well,  the  disparities  between  Native  and  non-Native  people  are  more  pronounced 
among  rural  residents.  Rural  Natives  had  nearly  five  times  the  proportion  of 
persons  with  less  than  Grade  5 than  did  rural  non-Natives.  Urban  Natives  had 
approximately  two  times  the  proportion  of  persons  in  the  same  category  as  did 
urban  non-Natives. 

Table  11  shows  differences  among  age  groups  for  the  three  prairie  provinces. 
Young  Natives  had  higher  levels  of  education  than  did  other  age  groups.  For 
example,  the  proportion  of  Native  persons  aged  15-29  which  had  less  than  Grade 
8 education  was  significantly  lower  than  for  the  older  age  groups.  In  other 
words,  the  numbers  of  Native  persons  who  have  received  some  education  at  the 
high  school  level  and  beyond  has  increased  over  time. 

Of  particular  note,  given  the  divided  jurisdiction  for  education,  are  the 
variations  in  levels  of  educational  attainment  among  the  Native  subgroups. 
Consistently,  Status  Indians  show  a higher  proportion  of  persons  in  the  lowest 
levels  of  educational  attainment  than  the  other  Native  groups.  Over  40%  of 
Status  Indians  had  less  than  Grade  8 education  compared  with  31%  of  the  Metis 
and  Non-Status  population  and  18%  among  the  Inuit.

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III.  LABOUR  FORCE  ACTIVITY 


According  to  the  1981  Census,  41,805  Native  persons  were  of  working  age  (i.e. 
15  years  of  age  or  older).  Of  those  in  the  labour  force  group,  21,670  were 
employed  or  looking  for  work.  This  means  that  the  labour  force  participation 
rate  for  Native  persons  was  51.8%  compared  to  71.7%  for  all  Albertans  (Table 
12  and  Table  8). 

In  June  1981,  there  were  2,480  Native  people  unemployed  resulting  in  an 
unemployment  rate  of  11.4%.  The  unemployment  rate  for  all  Alberta  was  3.7%. 
Unemployment  rates  combined  with  low  participation  rates  resulted  in  the 
employment  of  45.6%  of  those  Native  people  who  are  of  working  age  compared 
with  69.1%  of  all  Albertans. 

The  high  proportion  of  Natives  under  15  years  of  age  mask  further 
employment-related  problems.  Only  one  quarter  of  all  Natives  under  65  years 
of  age  were  employed  in  June  1981  compared  to  more  than  half  of  the  total 
Alberta  population.  This  means  that  twice  as  many  people  under  65  are 
supported  by  each  employed  Native,  than  is  the  case  in  the  general  Alberta 
population. 

The  differences  between  Alberta's  Native  and  non-Native  population  are  most 
pronounced  among  women.  The  participation  rate  for  Native  women  in  1981  was 
39.6%  compared  with  58.7%  for  the  non-Native  women  (Figure  9). 

When  comparing  the  labour  force  experiences  of  the  major  Native  sub-groups 
(i.e.  Inuit,  Status  Indians,  Non-status  Indians,  and  Metis),  it  should  be 
noted  that  the  participation  rate  is  lowest  among  the  Status  Indians  (45%)  and 
highest  for  the  Non-status  Indians  (64.1%).  The  unemployment  rate  was  similar 
for  three  groups  ranging  from  11.4%  for  the  Metis  to  11.6%  for  Status  Indians 
and  11.8%  for  Non-status  Indians.  The  Inuit,  with  a total  working  age 
population  of  only  300  experienced  an  unemployment  rate  of  2.6%. 

The  Canadian  Labour  Force  Survey  for  the  month  of  August  1984,  reported  an 
unemployment  rate  of  11%  for  Alberta  as  a whole,  with  regional  variations 
ranging  from  7.7%  in  southeastern  Alberta  to  14.5%  in  Metropolitan  Edmonton. 
The  15  - 19  year  old  age  group  recorded  an  unemployment  rate  of  16%.  Eighteen 
percent  of  males  in  that  age  group  were  unemployed  in  August.  While  the 
Labour  Force  Survey  does  not  report  ethnicity,  given  the  age  structure  of  the 
Native  population  and  the  lower  levels  of  educational  attainment  among 
Natives,  it  is  very  likely  that  the  current  economic  recession  is  having  its 
most  profound  effect  on  Native  people  in  general  and  on  young  males  in 
particul ar.

The  pattern  of  Native  labour  force  involvement  differs  between  rural  and  urban 
settings  (Table  13).  Native  participation  rates  in  the  three  sample  rural 
census  divisions  are  on  average  8.5  percentage  points  lower  than  for  the  total 
Native  population  in  Alberta.  In  Calgary  and  Edmonton  the  Native  labour  force 
participation  rates  were  approximately  19  and  11  points  higher  respectively 
than  the  total  Alberta  Native  labour  force  rates. 

Unemployment  rates  among  rural  Natives  were  nearly  four  times  higher  than 
those  for  rural  non-Natives.  In  Edmonton  and  Calgary  the  Native  unemployment 
rates  were  about  2.5  times  higher  than  non-Natives. 

Table  14  indicates  the  occupations  of  Natives  persons  and  all  Albertans  who 
worked  at  least  one  week  in  1980  or  the  first  five  months  of  1981.  Native 
persons  comprised  2.6%  of  the  total  population  aged  15  - 64  years,  but 
accounted  for  only  2%  of  those  who  worked  at  all  during  that  period. 

Compared  to  their  2%  share  of  all  those  employed.  Natives  made  up  a much 
smaller  share  of  several  occupational  categories:  Natural  Sciences, 

Engineering  and  Mathematics  (0.8%),  Managerial  or  Administrative  (0.9%), 
Medicine  and  Health  (1%),  Teaching  and  Related  (1.1%),  Sales  (1.1%),  and 
Clerical  (1.4%).  On  the  other  hand.  Natives  are  well  represented  in  several 
other  occupational  categories:  Social  Sciences  (3.5%),  Service  (3.4%),  Oil 

and  Gas  Field  (3.4%),  Construction  Trades  (3.4%)  and  Materials  Handling  (2.8%). 

Native  people  are  disproportionately  represented  in  Fishing  and  Trapping 
occupations  (41.2%)  and  Forestry  and  Logging  occupations  (25.8%).  With 
respect  to  fishing  and  trapping,  it  is  interesting  to  note  that  while  41%  of 
those  employed  in  these  activities  were  of  Native  ancestry,  they  accounted  for 
only  .5%  of  the  total  employed  Native  population.

IV.  INCOME  LEVELS 


According  to  the  1981  Census,  the  average  income  for  Native  private  households 
from  all  sources  was  $20,555.00  compared  with  $28,186.00  for  non-Native 
households.  Table  16  and  Figure  10  show  the  distribution  of  Native  and 
non-Native  households  by  income  groups.  Forty-four  percent  of  Native 
households  had  incomes  in  1980  of  less  than  $15,000.00.  This  compares  with 
28%  of  non-Native  households.  Similarly,  61%  of  non-Native  households  had 
incomes  of  $20,000.00  or  more  in  1980  while  42%  of  Native  households  recorded 
incomes  of  that  magnitude. 

Table  17  indicates  differences  in  income  between  urban  and  rural  Natives.  As 
might  be  expected,  rural  Natives  tended  to  have  lower  incomes  than  did  urban 
Natives.  Significantly,  27%  of  rural  Natives  reported  no  income  compared  with 
less  than  16%  among  urban  dwellers. 

Tables  18  and  19  depict  more  graphically  the  income  disparities  between  the 
Native  and  non-Native  populations.  Forty-one  percent  of  all  Natives  15  years 
and  over  were  without  income  or  reported  government  transfer  payments  as  their 
major  source  of  income.  This  compares  with  just  over  20%  of  the  total  Alberta 
population  in  1981.  On  the  other  hand,  56%  of  the  Native  population  reported 
employment  as  their  major  source  of  income  compared  to  73%  of  the  total 
population.  Average  income  from  employment  among  Native  people  was  $10,928  as 
opposed  to  $15,935  for  the  total  population.
